Machado Proposes Changes 
In New YL General Plan 


PLACENTIA—In a series of 
fires last week, Placentia 
Firemen cooperated in a mutual 
training exercise with several 
neighboring communities. 

On Tuesday night sixty-four 
men, with equipment from 
Anaheim, Brea and Garden Grove 
put down fires in three of the 
fourteen houses scheduled for 
destruction. The clearing will 
make way for new homes and 
apartments in the Santa Fe Street 
area adjacent to Placentia 
Avenue. In that fire seven 
pumpers and one ladder truck 
were used. 

On Wednesday night, in an 
unscheduled fire at two additional 
houses in the path of the 
development, Placentia firemen 


were called as vandals took it 
upon themselves to burn a few of 
the unoccupied homes. Seventeen 
men with two pumpers put down 
the fires. 

On Thursday evening, in a 
second controlled burn, Placentia 
firemen operated a strictly 
intercity exercise. Twelve men 
were involved in this training 
exercise. 

The burn area, immediately 
adjacent to the Orange Freeway 
attracted curious motorists, and 
California Highway Patrol, and 
Placentia Police participated in 
the exercise by controlling the 
crowds of sightseers. 

All three fires were controlled 
without injury to personnel. 


YORBA LINDA - Proposed 
amendments to the Lampman 
general plan showing lower 
density community development 
was presented to the City Council 
and local citizens by Councilman 
George Machado last Tuesday 
evening. 

The proposed plan shows an 
eventual population of 28,288 and 
features approximately 8,000 
residential units with an average 
of 9.87 persons per acre. 
According to Machado, the plan 
substantiates the concept of low 
density being cheaper to 
taxpayers than high density. 

No new high or medium high 
density regions were marked on 
maps illustrating the general 
plan. Land uses based on 
percentages of the city’s acreage 
would be 82.1% for residential, 
5.8% for commercial, professional 
and manufacturing, 3.3% for 
schools, 2.5% for trails and open 
spaces, and .9% for churches. 

Machado feels the proposed 
plan is economically and 

environmentally sound. He is 
against over-building and a 
pressured environment. “Crowd¬ 
ed conditions create problems,” 
he said. 

Information for the general plan 
was based on research conducted 
in 1969 by Lampman and 

associates, a planning firm. The 
Lampman survey of 250 


registered voters indicated that a 
majority of Yorba Linda residents 
favor low density housing and 
openness. The majority would 
also be willing to pay higher taxes 
for local services to keep a semi- 
rural atmosphere. 

Other sources for Machado's 
analysis included research done 
by economic consultants, public 
testimony, planning commission 
recommendations, and data from 
the city and school district’s 
budgets. 

Following Machado’s pre¬ 
sentation, Councilman Roland 
Bigonger commended Machado’s 
efforts and asked that the City 
Council be allowed a week’s time 
to examine his report in detail 
before further discussion or 
decisions be made.

YORBA LINDA - The Plan¬ 
ning Commission agreed unani¬ 
mously at Monday evening's 
meeting to approve a revised 
tract map when it is submitted 
to them by the G. L. Lewis En¬ 
terprises. 

The revisions were requested 
in order to save a stand of eu¬ 
calyptus trees on Bastanchury 
Avenue near Eureka. The land 
is a 9.7 acre "L" shaped parcel 
which will be divided into 31 
lots. 

Bastanchury is slated to be 
developed into a four-lane street 
divided by a median strip. The 
builder had mapped the tract to 
use the trees on the median, and 
created an entry into the tract 
off Bastenchury. This arrange¬ 
ment, as pointed out by the 
commissioners. would mean 
that some of the trees would be 
lost and would also create a 
slight curve in a primary street. 

The commission, therefore, 
suggested that the main tract 
street., tentatively called An¬ 
derson Drive, be made into a 
cul-de-sac since there are other 
entrances to the tract. The trees 
would then be on the right side 
of the road backing the cul-de- 
sac. 


SC AG Approves Sewer 
Project For Atwood Area 


PLACENTIA - The Southern 
California Association of 
Governments (SCAG) recently 
announced their approval of an 
$258,000 request from the city of 
Placentia for a grant application 
to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development for 
construction of a sanitary sewer 
system in the Atwood community. 

Operating in its capacity as the 
metropolitan clearinghouse for 


federal assistance programs, 
SCAG reviewed the application on 
the basis of its compliance with 
areawide coordination and 
comprehensive planning. 

The total project consisting of 
approximately 17,000 lineal feet 
will provide service to areas 
presently using septic tanks, and 
will eliminate undesirable effects 
on the Santa Ana River ground 
water basin.

Crackdown On Bike Theft Announced 


Placentia Police Chief 
N.A. Traub recently 
announced an all out attack 
against bicycle thefts and 
unsafe operation of bi¬ 
cycles. 

A city ordinance requires 
that all bicycles must be 
registered and licensed by 
the Police Department. The 
fee is 25 cents and the 
license is permanent. 
Licenses are issued every 
Saturday between 10 a.m. 
and 2 p.m. at the Placentia 
Police Station. 120 South 
Bradford. 

Traub stated that past 
requests for voluntary 
compliance have not been 
effective. During the twelve 
months of 1970. there were 


256 bicycles reported stolen 
in the City of Placentia. For 
the first six months of 1971, 
we have had 263 bicycles 
stolen at a total value of 
$9,926.00. Only a small 
percentage of these have 
been returned to their 
owners. If bicycles are not 
registered and licensed, we 
have no way of locating the 
owners. 

Effective August 1. the 
Placentia Police De¬ 
partment will strictly 
enforce the bicycle licensing 
ordinance. All bicyclists 
who are operating 
unlicensed bicycles will be 
cited.

Annual Traffic Survey 
Conducted In Placentia 


The annual county-wide 
traffic survey was 
conducted this year at 
Kraemer and Yorba Linda 
Boulevards in Placentia. 
The purpose of this program 
is to determine traffic 
trends on a county-wide 
basis utilizing manual 
counting procedures. 

The counts were 
completed Sunday and 
Monday. July 18 and 19 
under the direction of Public 
Works Director Jerry 
Hendricks. The results of 
the counts indicate a 29% 
increase in total traffic on 
Sunday and a 20% increase 
in total traffic on Monday 
over last year’s counts on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard 
while Kraemer Boulevard 
traffic decreased approxi¬ 
mately 5%. 

The counts showed, 12,400 
cars this year on Sunday on 
Yorba Linda Boulevard as 


opposed to 9,600 last year. 
Monday’s count showed 
16,800 this year and 14,000 
last year. Counts on 
Kraemer Boulevard showed 
5,000 on Sunday and 6,000 
Monday.

The violators will be 
required to respond to the 
city hall and obtain a 
license. The failure to 
comply will result in the 
initiation of formal court 
proceedings. 

The Police Department 
also desires to remind 
bicyclists that the rules of 
the road for bicycles are the 
same as for motor vehicles. 

1. Like automobiles, 
bicycles should be ridden on 
the right-hand side of the 
roadway. Many parents 
think a bicyclist should face 
oncoming traffic. This is a 
dangerous practice. 

2. Hand signals are 

required before turning. 
These are the same as those 
required by motorists. 

3. When using a 

crosswalk, the bicyclist 
should dismount and rush 
his bicycle across the street. 
Riding a bicycle in a 
crosswalk is forbidden. 

4. When riding a bicycle 

across a street, all right-of- 
way laws must be obeyed. 
The bicyclist is not 

protected by pedestrian 
laws when mounted upon his 
bicycle. 

5. All stop signs, traffic 
signals and regulatory 
devices must be obeyed. 

6. When entering a 

roadway from an alley or a 
private driveway. the 

bicycle must yield to all 
traffic on the roadway. 

Bicyclists are again 
reminded that laws 
pertaining to safe driving 
will also be strictly 
enforced.

Portrait Proofs—one of the first things ever devised to 
self-destruct ’ 

With senior portraits just around the corner, there will 
be a lot of proofs or Portrait Prevues' both black and 
white and color coming out soon.

Proofs are not finished prints—they are rough contact 
prints made on a special type ot sensitized paper. 

Proofs from a black and white negative are reddish 
brown and will turn a little darker with every exposure to 
light.

If they do turn dark, don't panic. If you know the letter 
on the one you want, that is all we need.
